When West Germany's Gerd Mueller banged home three against Bulgaria 
and against Peru, he became only the second man to score successive hat-tricks 


in the World Cup finals. 


The other marksman was Hungarian 
Sander Kocsis in 1954. 

After West Germany’s pie against 
Peru, Mueller had scored seven goals 
in three outings. 

Compare that to 1966, when West 
Germany’‘s leading marksman ... 
Heimut Haller ... scored only five goals 
in the whole series, including the final. 

Goa! scoring has become almost 
mechanical for Mueller. 

“The Bomber’ as he is called in 
Germany, scored 38 goals for his club 
Bayern Munich to become Europe’s 
top marksman this year.

Since coming to Melbourne in 1968, Joe Zurawski has 


been the mainstay of Polonia‘s defence. 


The brawny sweeper has been a 
steadying influence in a rearguard 
made up mainly of inexperienced 
players. 

And his incisive thrusts down the 
centre have added system to Polonia’s 
hesitant play. 

But now the team is in danger of 
losing the man who has kept it out of the 
relegation zone this season. 

Zurawski, 33, whose two-year con- 
tract runs out on June 29, said this week 
he would like to stay with Polonia for 
another season but that the Polish 
Olympic Committee, which controls the 
movement of Polish players to 
Australia, might not let him. 

Part of Polonia’s agreement with the 
Polish Olympic Committee was that the 
club could extend Zurawski’s contract 
provided six months notice was given. 


Late application 


But Polonia has given only four 
months notice. It posted the application 
to the Polish Olympic Committee on 
March 7. 

In ordinary circumstances the POC 
would probably make an exception but 
in this case it will remember Polonia’s 
dispute earlier this year with Zurawski 
and goalkeeper Miroslaw Litwin. 

The dispute is believed to have been 
about sections in the player’s contracts. 

Zurawski, who was Litwin’s team 
mate in Poland for four years, started 
is competitive soccer career at the age 
of 21! 2 

He had played soccer at school but his 
main interest until he signed for Second 
Division club Gornick Walbrzych, had 
been athletics. 

Shot putt was his forte and he was 
also good at javelin throwing and 
volleyball. 

“T like soccer’’, said Zurawski, ‘but 
my brother Stan was good at athletics 
so I went along.” 

Since coming to Melbourne, Zurawski

has often put his old skills to work on: 


the athletics field. 

He spent a year with the Lechia- 
Melbourne volleyball team and took 
first prize in shot putt at the annual 
Polish sports festival held early this 
year at Werribee. 

After four years with Gornick in 
Poland, Zurawski switched to Skra- 
Czestochowa in the Third Division. 

Playing as linkman, he improv 
rapi Hand in 1962 he was recruited by 
First Division club Pogon - Szczecin.

Rasic said there was an urgent need for 
such a school and that he would be willing to 
run one himself.

“A boy’s progress in modern soccer 
depends largely on the way basics are 
taught to him when he is very young.” 

“Therefore, we need a school that 
provides a detailed program. Such a 
school would produce not only a good 
soccer player but would also develop 
an all-round sportsman with a healthy 
attitude to sport and to his fellows.’”

“Old-fashioned players bound to one 
position, are out!”’ 

“Modern football requires modern 
knowledge and modern art.” 

“The soccer player of the future 
must be fast, durable and technically 
and tactically near perfect.” 

‘He must be able to play with equal 
success in attack and defence and he 
must have excellent knowledge of the 
team game.” 

“He must therefore be superbly fit.’’ 

“All these things would be the 
responsibility of a coaching school.”
